Contract for Boats. 



A special from St. Loula, Friday, 
says: For Its barge line, wlilch is 
to revive Its traffic on tho Misstalp- 
pl River between St. Louis and New 
Orleans, tho Mississippi Transporta- 
tion Co., yesterday let a contract to 
the American Dridge Co., for the con- 
struction of two more steel boats, 
one a packet freighter and the oth- 
er a barge, work to begin nt once at 
a cost of t32G,500. The packet will 
coat 1250,000. 

The boats are to be blult In Pitts- 
burg and are to be constructed on 
tho new type planned and outlined 
by engineers of the Mississippi Val- 
ley Transportation Co. The contract 
was let through Edward E. Oreen.

Work on the new boat Is to bo 
rushed, so that is possible tbey may 
be used In the river trade next 
spring.
